dinaxes, of-F aith and Worſ p aye, been extant in. the World ; 
and Ngt1o9s and.Conmtries have beenall in con pre and 


Contention about theſe matters, and-have, been, alſo. perſecuting 
one another violently unto-Bonds-and Death, .tor and becaute 
of difference z1 judgment and pratiice concerning Spiritual thin fy 
Papitts againt P2oreſtauts,. and Pzoteftants againſt Papiſts, 
and ane forr:of Chuztians, (:ſacalled) againkk, warher,. and the 
men of ſuch a Judgment, and Faith, and Way.of Religion, have 
been perſecating and ſeeking t0.deſtroy all-that have been contrary 
minded tothem, ;. And thus, have been the waful, Drviſions and 
evil &ffatts thereof in the World among Chuſhans, about Faith 
and #or/bipgand: Religions nratters xr amd RENEE to.paſs, 
becauſe of.theyprrin of Error andDerkrafgthathaihe pollefied.the 
minds. of men; fince the: falling away from tae-Truth, . 2s itwas 
once,manifeſt among the:;ApoſtHes.z;\ And thusyT is come to paſs, 
becauſe of the ef75»g. from, the\Spuretof Gods and: becaule. that 
hatlibesn wanting amangltmen,r;therafoze;haye. people. been

following their own Irventions and T: raditions of men, andalſo 
perſecurng one another, and k:ling and :mpriſoning one another 
ecauſe pt the ſame.; and all this, 'becauſe the Sporie of Truth 
hath not dwelt 1» tbe hearts of Chrittians, as it did.in the Apo- 
ftles , nor led, guided and taught them in trxe #nty and fellow- 
ſkip as it did the rr#e Chriſtians in the dayes of old ; And while 
the Spirit of Chriſt hath been wanting, and is not received in- 
to the heart, to mortifie, guide, rule and teach in all the wayes 
of God, and the whole exerciſe of Religion and Duty towards 
Him; and while there is any kind of :wp9fing and forcing of 
Religion by Laws of men, upon penalties and forfeityrer, and 
ſetting up #orſhip and Charch-Government by that means, and 
in that way, without the :»mediate Teachings of the Spirit of 
Chriſt ;» the Conſcience, I ſay, while this hath been,and 1s con- 
tinued, nothing but Diviſion, Strife, Contention, Perſecution, 
and Nations and Peoples deftroying one another about Rel;gion, 
bath been, is, or can'be in the World amongft Chriſtians, 
And of this ſame (to wit) of Diviſion and Contention abox: 
Religion, with the enmity of ſuch as are ſo 4;vided one againſt 
another, to the perſecuting and killing one of another that are 
contrary-minded, as it hath been. brought forth in the World 
for Generations paſt, we have here a ſufficient large Teftimo- 
ny, tately.publiſhed in a Book called Semper Iidem,or a Parallel 
ol Phanaticks,&c. wherein is made mention of what Strife and 
Contention there hath been in former dayes among the falſe Chri- 
fttans, and how they have cruelly perſecuted, burned and deſtroyed 
one another iz this Cauſe, only for and becauſe of the difference 
in matters of Tudgment and Religious things ; and theſe Perſecu- 
t10ns and Crxelties effected contrary to the Example of Chriſt 
and his Do&rine, who hath exhorted to Zove a6 Peace, and 
not to kill and deftroy ; and that-# man ſhould love his Enemrer, 
and not kit and'defiroy them * contfary 'to which Dorine the 
Falſe Chittians bf all kinds have aked and «fed fince the days 
of the Apoſtles, who have been Apoſtarized and fallen from the 
very life and power 'of Godiineſs, as held among the Primitive 
Saints, into forms and empty ſhadows, being/all-in frife) onewith 
another'abaut ſachhings;and hive wanted the Spirit:of Chriſt 
which ſhould kaye/e# vided into all Frath,” and: hag wa 
HF tagem : 
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them in the true Worſhip of the true and /iving God, who'is a 
Spirit, and - o»ly trly wor/1pped in Spirit and Truth; bur 
out of this Spirit and Spiritwal Worſhip: the falſe Chrittians 
have been erred,and fo all d:vided and in contention as aforeſaid, 
and perſecuting one another becauſe-thereof, each axe ſort juſti- 
fying their own way as right, and condemning that which hath 
differed as the wrong, and all as Hereticks, that have been 
otherwiſe minded. nucelinnas: | 

But as concerning the ſaid-Book Semper lidem, cc. I would: 
gladly animadvert ſomething concerning it,” and do intend to 
write a feiy things by way of anſwer thereunto, and this is the 
preſent occafion of mypreſent work ; for having met with the 
[aid Pamphler, and peruſing of it, I found divers Conſiderations 
on my ſpirit to ſend forth in ayſwer, to purſue the ſaid Semper 
Lidem, up and down the World, till it return-again unto' the: | 
place from whence it cameg{to wit) unto the Bottomleſs Pit, 
out of which it lately aroſe ; and in reading the ſame Book, T 
have principally obſerved the miſchievous end and ſecret evil in- 
tents of the nameleſs Author, more than the matter it ſelf con- 
tained ; and though the Azthor be' nameleſs, yet is his nature 
and ſpirit known by his Book ; and for what end he hath concea- 
led his Name, 1 know not, except he was aſhamed of his work, 
and dutſt not authorize his Matter by his Name ; but however 
the ſpirit,end & intent of the ſaid vameles perſon is perceived and 
known, as much as any Tree can be diſtinguiſhed by.its' Fruit, 
and he is of an ev:0x diſpoſition of heart,and of malicious contite- 
axce, and in nature and {tock of the very deſcent of Cain': for 
his ſpirit is of an evil conſtitution, hot and fiery, and inclinable 
to deftroy all that are not like-minded with himſelf in the judgment 
of Religious matters, .and his proceedirgs,” and the end of his 
work, is of an tent and purpoſe wicked enough, if eyery Effett 
anſwer we Caxſe appearing, and be not diverted from the end 
propoſed by the Author ; and this I find by Calcwlation of his 
Birth, and the temper of his Spirit, and of the Time wherein his 
Book is publiſhed, and by the cauſe and.end,-and |;ntext of the 
matter and manner of it, and by the effe# that would follow, if 
the Author's Aim and Purpoſe were fulfilled : By all which I

_ of Antichriftan perfett formandrmnner,for the perfetExd and 
Canſe of Perſecution, even burning-again. in Smichfield and 
elſewhere, and Killing and. deſtroying even all:/or+s of [people 
under the ſcurrilous reproachful name of Phanaticks, thar are - 
in'judgmentand practice of Profeſſion, contrary: to. this man's 
way, and differing, from the Pappſts Religion + This, I ſay, I 
tralyfind tobe the current and driþuſition of the nameleſs Author, 
and his-proceedings in his mzthod and matter of. his Semper 
Tidems, &c.-and I have taken in hand at this time.-to-an{wer- 
hima-hle;. and to-unfold ſome of :the:dangerous Intents:to- 
wards &nglard, which may. inhabit. and ſecretly bodge in that. 
ſpirit of the Church of Rome, - accagding toi the ctirrent of the: 
ſaid Book, and from which I have jutt -cauſe 'to; fuppoſe.. the 
thing that I partly aflert, even That the. ſpirit which hath en- 
dited the ſaid Book, waits ts opportunity to effe& its End, and 
to reve and renew fire-and faggot” again, to the extinguiſhing 
and- deftruttion- of all that. differ; and 'are comrary-nunded in 
Principles andPrattices of Religion and Worſhipfrom, themſelves; 
for the fwry and reproach of the-ſaid ſpirit that endited and pub- 
liſhed Semper Iidem, reacheth not anly. to others whom. they 
naay'call, more-Phanarical, as Quakers, Anabaptifts, #c bur 
tothe very Ppoteſtants. raemſelves; even: to all whatſoever 
that differ fromthe Church of Rome; for ſuch by the nameleſs. 
Author ate noleffe than. termed: and vilified by, that ſcornful 
rerm Pharaticks, diſtingutthed by the name of ancient and mo-.

otherwiſe : and they are not in ty among themſelves that 
do molt of all uſe the word, concerning 'the derivation and /ig- 
arficarion cf the word in it ſelf : Neither ſhall I ſpend time to 
ſeek out a Judgment, and to give it in this caſe, as counting 
the recompence that can be obtained, not anſwerable to ſuch 4 
work. ; but the ſgmfication of it, as now uſed at this day among. 
people; is this'; Altthat differ 1n Tudgment and Prattice of Re- 
ligion and Worſhip from the generality of People, and cannot conform 
unto ſuch way of _— 4: generally prattiſed in the Land, (uch 
are called Phanaticks : and this fgmification the word bears ; 
amongſt peoplezas now practiſed, ſuch as meet together to peach 
and pap oxt of pablick places , and cannot either out of know-. - 
ledge or conſcience conform to the Publick Way of Worſhip held 
forth, ſuch are called Phanaticks, and reproached by that name, 
from the mouths of Scorers and Rewilers of the wayes of. God, 

' (numbers of whom do now abound )) and alſo fuch who make 
Conſcience of their wayes, and cannot ru oz in the wayes of 
Iniquity, in Lying and Dyunkenneſs, and ſuch /ike, but have 
been and are more ſober, and do walk more zz 'meekyefs and 
the fear of God, and have ſeparated themſelves from the evil com- 

any of men, and. from all evil wayes, and could not run into 
- the ſame exceſs of Riot With the multitude :: Such have been 
called of theſe late dayes, Phanaticks, by the Scorners Genera- 
tion, And thus much in brief of the figntfication of the word, 
as uſed of theſe late dayes. 

2, As for the firſt uſe of the word Pharatick, in this Age, it 
is but of very late-uſe, for till within theſe two years, or lefle, 
we had very little or no uſe of the word Pharatzck,, until about 
the time of then General Monk's Army coming out of - Scotlayd 
to Lo»don, when the Army was new moded, and many of the 
Seftarizs (fo called) were turned ont of places, about: the Ele- 
venth:Month, 1659, then began the common uſe of this word 
Phanatick,;; and 'the' Anabaprifts, and ſuch as were turned out 
of the Army. , and all called by'the name of: Sefarres, that 
were different from the publick way of Worſhip, then held-out . _ 
| = B (which - *" 
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(which was for the moſt part of it Presbyterian) theſe were cal- 
led Phaxaticks, and then the uſe of the word ſo common began 
about this time (as I have ſaid) as now praRiſed in qur dayes; 
for the rage and :ndignation of the then Presbyterians (ſo called) 
and that party, was ſuch againſt the Azabapriſts, and ſuch as 
differed in Pleas and Prattice from them, that ſcornfully 
© they calledthem in derifion Phanarrcks : aud,ſo far as I know, 
this was the time and occafion of the firſt uſe of this word, as 
of late praQtiſed ; or at leaſt it was the firſt time and occaſion 
of my obſervation of the common uſe of the word Phana- 
tick, | 
3. And now as concerning the exchange of the word, from 
one Tort of People to another, and how it hath been uſed by di- 
vers ſorts of people again(t others, that have differed from 
themſelves, this is alſoobſervable ; . That. the word Phanatick, 
hath not ſo much proper relation to any one ſort of - people, 'as 
that it is only pertecly true to one ſort of puta mote than to 
others ; bur the properneſs of the word Phanatick,, 1s only as 
Scorners & Revilers will wickedly uſe it,and as they will turn. 
it tothis ſort of people,or to the other, to ſcors them by it whom 
they have an enmity againft,and whom they lift to abuſe by re- 
proaching : And this 15 the end of the uſe of the word at this 
day, and not of any. truth or verity in it to any people, but on- 
ly it's uſed as a term of reproach and ſcorming , by the mouths 
of ungodly men againft ſuch as differ from them and their 
wayes, though they are better in praRtice of Life and Conver- 
ſation than themſelves : And the term hath been changed divers 
times, and divers ſorts of people reproached by it by others, fince 
is firſtuſe : as firſt, Thepeople called Presbyterians (as afore- 
@d) they uſed it: towards fuck as were otherwiſe-minded 
than themſelves, and reproached the A»abapriſts and others 
that differed from them in Judgment and Practice of Religion, 
by the name of Phanaticks, and then they reproached many by 
that name that differed: from them, and did not conform to 
their way of Worſhip and Religion ; but this continued not 
long, for when others came over them, and they grew.:under 
Reproach, then they :themſelyes wete xeproached by that.nams 
Phayatick., by which they had roproached others not long; be+ 
fore ;

fore ; and many that are for the Governmeat of the Church 
under Ep:ſcopary, they now reproach the Presbyterians (10 cal- 
{ed) by the name of Phanaticks 5 forthe word is uſed inicorn 
to the by Scorners, as they uſectit to others that differed from 
them'm the like ſcornful ſpint : And thus the word is niade uſe 
of only in deri/fon and reproach to any that differ from the Pub- 
lick way of Religion in the Land : for when the Publick was 
generally Presbjterian, then they that would not-conform to 
thar, but oppoſed it, were called Pharaticks ; and now: when 
the Publick'ts Eprſcopal,even the Presbyreriazs themſelves, and 
all that differ from that way and cannot conform to it, are re- 
proached by the ſcornful name of Phanaticks. And thus the 
word hath been exchanged from oe ſort of Scorners to another, 
and uſed reproachfully towards divers perſons ; ſo that, as I 
have ſaid, the word: Phanarick, is truly proper to none of the- 
Secs more than others, but only proper to be uſed by 'Scoffers 
and Scorners againſt any whom they have a mind to villifie; and 
it's exchanged from one to another, and uſed by divers ſorts 
of people, according as Times and Religion do change by the 
Powers of the Earth. So the term Phanatickis changed into- 
the'moiths of Scorners, to reproach all that differ from the 
common general Way of Profeflion and Practice of Reli- 
10N, | 
.4. Now, laſt of all, it is changed yet once more-into the 
mouths of the Papiſts, as by Semper [idemdoth appear, now un- 
der my explanation : andnow-the Pap:fts have gotten the word 
Phanatick both from the -Presbyterians and Epiſcopals, and all 
muſt now be reproached by that name, that differ from them 
and their: Way and Religion ; and they have already begun-to 
cry Phanatick, to the Proteſtants, that differ from them im Ptin= 
ciples ahd Practices. And thus it's manifeſt, thax the word 
Phanatick,1s traly proper to none, but only uſed by Scarzers, to 
atl whom they will revile and hold in derifion;- 4s different 
from them in Religion; | ſuch they villifie by the name of Phas 
naticks : Firſt, the Presbyrerians uſed it'to ſuch as diffetedfrom 
them ; then Eprſcopal men (io called) uſed it towards all that 
adiffered' from them ; and now, laſt of all, the Papsſts have got 
it from both,/ and uſe it to all - deriſcon that differ from _ 
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And thus I have ſhewed, Ay the beginning of the uſe of the 
word Phanatick, and upon what occaſion, and its true fignifica- 
tion,as uſed at this day. Secondly,Concerning the Exchanging 
of the word from one to another, and how that it's truly proper 
+ to no People, but Scorners only uſe it, to deride and reproach 
ſuch as differ from them, and cannot run in the ſame exceſs of 
Vanity. Thirdly, How the Papiſts now,laſt of all, have got it, 
and uſe it againſt the Proteſtants ; and in their mouthes now 
it remains : and the Proteſtants (ſo called) are now the Per- 
ſons and People that -are accounted Phanaticks , becauſe they 
differ from the Papits in Principles: and PraGtices of Faith, 
Worſhip and Religion : and. this is manifeſt by the ſcope of 
Semper Iidem. | 


Szcondly, 1 ſhll now ſhew how malicionfly the nameleſs Author 
of Semper Jidem hath ſlandered the Martyrs and Sufferers 
for Righteouſneſs ſake in former Ages ; and how he hath as- 
caſed the Proteſtants (now living) and what effeit this woald 
work in England, if the Aathor's Intent were fulfilled. 


'_ 1. He hath ſlandered, accuſed and rendred the -Bartyrs of 
old, as Infamor as he pothbly can, even termed them by the 
ſcornful name of Phaxaticks, even the Pzoteſtant Martyrs ( ſo 
called) who are ſaid to be the very Fathers of the Proteſtant 
Church; as Biſhop Latimer, Cranmer, Ridley, and many others, 
who have been accounted honourable in England for their faith- 
fulneſs againk the Church of ROME ,, = wy becauſe thereof, 
were martyred and burned by the Cruelty of the Papyſts : yet 
theſe perſons, with Robert Woodman, Thomas Hawks, and ma- 
ny more of the Antient Proteſtant Martyrs, are ſlandered-by 
the villifying term of Phanaticks ; and that they were men of 
miſchief, andlicentions tongwes, and ſedirious behaviour, and they 
were erroxeom and obſtinate, aS.in the ninth Page of Semper 
Tidews doth appear : and in pag. 16. Latimer is again called 
one of the Axtient Phanaticks. And thus the main work of this 
nameleſs Author throughout his Book is to accuſe.the Proteſtant 
Martyrs that ſuffered in Queen Maries dayes, to be rebellious 
{elitrous Hereticks, and he villifies them by the very = of 
tient. . 
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Antient Phanaticks ; and this is apparent through- the: whole 
Pamphlet, even by his Calummes, Reproaches. and Accuſations 
againſt the Proteflant Martyrs,who ſuffered for bearing Witneſs 
againſt the Church of Rome, And thus the very Fathers of the 
Proteſtant Church (ſo called) ſtand now in reputation to be He- 
reticks, ſeditions, rebelhons, and judged Phanaticks ; and this is 
for the Proteſtants ( ſo called) even the very Biſhops themſelves 
in England to-conſider of. 

2, The Author of Semper 1:demhath accuſed ſome of the 
Proteſtants,even of the King's Friends now living,and villifieth 
them by the name of Phanaticks, as William Pryz., &c. whom 
he calls one of the Modern Phanaticks : And no doubt but the 
Intent of this man, with whom I am new in conteſt, reputes 
even all the Proteſtants of this preſent Age, tf be Phanaticks, 
and ſuch as the Antient Phanatichs, to wit, the Proteſtant Mar- 
tyrs, as before-mentioned ;. for he having 'accuſed Ridley and 
Cramer, and many more, being ſuch who were ſome of the 
firſt Promoters of the Proteſtant Religion in England, and the ve- 
ry Inſtituters of that Book, called the Divine-Service-Book,; it 
muſt needs follow conſequently, and may be concluded from 
his words, and by his meaning, That all the Proteſtants now 
are ſuch, even the preſent Prelates of England ; and durſt the 
Author have ſpoken plain, it is likely he would have ſaid the 
ſame, but that he hath minced the matter a little, as well as 
concealed his name, though his work be cryed up and down 
London ; which all ſober People may indeed well. take no- 
tice of , ſeeing that the Martyrs of old, who have to this 

day been of good. report and fon for their Piety and Faithful. : 
| we, in London, and through theſe Lands, are now. accuſed, 
flandered and reproached up and down the Streets of Loxdoz by 
the name of Rebels and ſeditions,. and by the term of Amtient 
Phanaticks, Is London ſo blind that-cannot ſee what. is in the 
bottom and intent of ſuch a work, as renders the very Fathers 
of their Church Hereticks, and no better than Phazaticks ? And 
as for Williens Pryn, who is alſo accounted one of the chief-o- 
dern Phanaticks, 1 ſhall leave him to anſwer.'for; himſelf, not 
doubting but he is ſuſficient to ſay ſomething in the Caſe ; on- 
ly may mind him, with many others of his Principles and Fa-

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" miſiarly, *how they have cryed out Phanaticks againſt ſuch as 
have differed from ther; and this not long fince ; and now 
themſelves are under the ſame Reproach-by.others, as they 
havereproached others ; and now he and they are reckoned che

3. What can poſſibly be the Authors interit in his proceed- 
ings? Fir, in relating-of the burning, deſtroying and mar- 
tyring of the cAartyrs, whom he wickedly calleth eAntiext 
Phanaticks, And then, ſecondly, intimating the Proteſtants 
now living to be Phanaticks by this Patallel, the pxrpoſe and 
end of the man mvſt needs be, that he:would have Fire and 
Faggo9ts #p «ga, Burning and Martyring »p again 1» Eng- 

lands, and all that ſhall differ from this tnan's way (whom we 
find by Calculation to be chiefly a-Paprſt) ſhould be burnt, mars 
tyred and deſtroyed now again, as in the dayes of Queen Mary; 
this effe& would follow : and this Semper [:dems is but as a little 
Trtens or Intimation beforehand, cryed up and down Londoy, to 
prepare its own ſpirit, where it ſhall meet with it, into Fury 
and Kage, even to the deſtroying of all the Proteſtants : And 
as this Semper 1:dem may polthbly work ſuch an effe& among 
the people of that ſpirit, ' that love to-mwriher and burn for dif- 
ference inReligion, It may alſo- and ought to work an effect 
mthe other party, to be conſiderate and diligent , and to re- 
gard the figns of the Times, even the fign-of Semper Lidem, 
which ſeems to be a little b/ack Star predicting a bad Effet, if 
the courſe-of Heaven alter 1t not again, And Semper lidem is
